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'3AU' launched in Edmonton area 


The Three Alberta Universities Capital 
Fund Campaign, Edmonton Division, began 
officially with an opening rally at 8 p.m. on 
Tuesday, April 1, in the Lister Hall cafeteria. 
IVOR DENT, Mayor of Edmonton, attended the 
event, and declared April as University of 
Alberta Month, pointing out the academic, 
financial, and cultural benefits of the University 
in the community. JOHN BARRY, well known in 
Edmonton as a former Chairman of the United 
Community Fund, and a campaign fund 
volunteer, acted as Master of Ceremonies for 
the program. 


Other speakers on the program included 
HARRY STROM, Premier of Alberta; WALTER 
H. JOHNS, President of The University of 
Alberta; and G. R. A. RICE, Campaign Chairman 

the Edmonton Division. F. P. GALBRAITH, 
Chancellor of The University of Alberta, 


JOHN E. BRADLEY, Chairman of the Board of 
Governors of the University, and DONALD 
DUFF, Senior Consultant and Fund Director, 
attended the rally. Also attending were the 
campaign vice-chairman, including B. w. 
BROOKER, Chairman of the Advance Gifts 
Committee; TEVIE H. MILLER, Chairman of the 
Professional Groups Committee; R. w. 
CHAPMAN and J. A. DAVIES, co-Chairmen of 
the Special Names Committee; HARRY E. 
GUNNING, Chairman of the University Family 
Committee; and RODNEY PIKE, Chairman of 
the Alumni Committee. 


The opening of the Edmonton Division of 
the campaign marks the start of a “blitz” 
period during which almost 3,000 volunteers 
will canvass the citizens of Edmonton. The 
objective of the whole campaign is to 
raise $25,000,000 for the three universities.

DAVID RANKIN, Associate 
Professor of Physics, has been awarded 
a Senior Research Fellowship within the 
program of exchange of scientists with France. 
Dr. Rankin will spend the 1969-70 academic 
year on sabbatical in Paris. 


Research grants totalling $18,000 have 

n awarded to J. P. pas, Associate Professor, 

atre for the Study of Mental Retardation. 
The grants will be in support of research 
on the autonomic components of verbal 
behavior of normal and mentally retarded 
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children. Dr. Das will receive $9,000 in 
1969-70, and a continuation grant for the same 
amount has been approved in principle 

for 1970-71. The project, which will receive 
additional support from the Centre for the 
Study of Mental Retardation, is designed to 
probe in depth the attentional processes 
underlying verbal behavior in children. 


WILLARD F. REESE, Associate Professor of 
Elementary Education, attended two concurrent 
meetings in Dallas, Texas, from March 21 
to 25. At the 17th Annual Convention 
of the National Science Teachers’ Association, 
Dr. Reese acted as an evaluator of commercial 
exhibits at the convention. He is on the 
Executive Board of the Council of Elementary 
Science International. 


DONALD R. CAMERON, Associate Professor of 
Educational Psychology and Director of the 
Centre for the Study of Mental Retardation, 
spoke at the Annual Edmonton Firemen’s 
Charity Banquet and Ball in support of 
the Winnifred Stewart School for the Retarded 
on March 8, and to the monthly meeting 
of the St. Paul and District Association for 
Mentally Retarded Children on March 11. 
On both occasions, Dr. Cameron’s topic 
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was “Research for Teachers of the Retarded.” 
ALLEN BERGER, Associate Professor of 
Elementary Education, presented a paper, 
“Meeting Today’s Reading Needs Through 
Magazines in the Classroom,” at the Twelfth 
Annual Meeting of the College Reading 
Association in Boston on March 14. 


HARVEY W. ZINGLE, Associate Professor of 
Educational Psychology, presented a paper on 
the Canadian Guidance and Counselling 
Association at a convention on “Guidance and 
Counselling” in Lethbridge, February 21 
and 22. 


ANDREW R. THOMPSON, Professor of Law, 
will join the faculty of the University of 
British Columbia in 1969-70, as Professor of 
Law. Mr. Thompson joined The University 
of Alberta faculty in 1950, and in 1967 held a 
visiting professorship at the University of 
Auckland, New Zealand. 

On January 3, CHARLES A. S. HYNAM, 
Associate Professor of Sociology and 
Agricultural Economics, spoke at the Joint 
University of the West Indies and University of 
Sussex Centre for Multi-Racial Studies, in 
Cave Hill, Barbados. Dr. Hynam’s talk on 
prejudice and discrimination as manifestations 
of the clash between minority and majority 
groups was the first in a series of lectures 
on “Minorities.”
